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OBSRVATIONS 


In favour of the 


Proteſtant Purchalers, 


Moſt humbly offered to the Conlideration of the 


Honourable Houle of Commons. 


T has always been eſteemed a piece of Wiſdom and Plolicy in Engliſh Parliaments to cheriſh and incourage the Engliſh Proteſtant Intereſt of 
Ireland, Alithe Purchaſers under the ſeveral Grantees are Proteſtants, and their Ruine (which mult inevitably follow, if the Bill under 
Coniideration paſs in the form it now is) will be a very great diſcouragement to the whole Proteſtant intereſt of chat Country. 

That it will be fo needs no other proof than barely ſtating the Fatt, and the inducements of their making ſuch Purchaſes, or taking long 
[.caſes, either from the Crown or Grantees, which are all equally made void, tho the full value of the Lands according to the circumſtances 
of rhe Kingdom at that time was reſerved on tuch Leaſes or paid for fuch Purchaſes. 

When the War im I-22 was ended, tis well known the Country was ruined and deſolate , the Towns and Houſes for Habitation burat , all 
Stock dettroved, Hedges, Fences and all manner of Improvements ruined, that a Famine was not only tear'd, bur many thouſands of poor creatures 
through the kingdom, and great numbers in the ſtreers of Dublzz it felf loſt their Lives for want, when it was not in the power of the moſt Cha- 
ritably d ſpoled without cxpoling their own Famiiics to reheve them. 

Theſe were the conlequences of that long War, and its being ſeated in Jrelana was the means of treeing Ezzlazd from thoſe many misfor- 
tunes which many apprehended as affrirs ftood abroad mult have fallen to its ſhare. 

"Tis necdlcfs to ſet forth the ſuftering of the poor Proteitanrs during that time, which they might in a great meaſure have prevented by a bare com- 
pliance, had not their zeal for the Crown and Feople of E774 prompted them to run all hazards tor their fervice, Ezo/azd then was ſeniibleof their 
misfortunes, when they io charitably and icalonably aflitted them. 

The War being ended, many Proclamations were iitued, inviting thoſe whohad ou:-lved rhew Misiortunes to return, and betake themſelves 
to Husbandry, and Tillage of the Country, whica had good eftect, and whatſoever they had tiived and mie afliftance of their friends in Enland 
could ſupply them with, they retolv*d once more to adventure in that unfortuvate Country, I.ands then lay generally Wait, and could be look'd 
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on to be bur of a very indifferent value, the expences the Purchaſer was to be at, in Builling, £ Cling, Lidliiing yy WProregsStockto —r— ws 
much greater than the intereſt ot the Land it ſeit, 

At firſt the King and the Grantees let but from year to year, but it was found that no Tenznt on fach terms would adventure to lay out his 
Money, which occalioned the continuance of the ſcarcity, tor {cvcral years, afterwards it was thought adviicanie ro grant longer and more fixed 
Intereits, and then it was perſons agreed tor longer Leafcs, upon ſome of which Conliderable Fines were Paid or Purchatcd tc Inheritance : and has 
ving done 1o, Jaid our their all, m the 1provem cat of their reipective Eſtates, riiey were only Protcliants who did fo, and rts thele improvements 
alone which raiſed the Eſtates to the preſent 1aluation, and ail rele are by ithis Bill raken away wichout any Allowance or Satis:action whatſoever, 
as if they had been guilty or a Crime in eadeavouring to plant Ireland again, and make 1t once more fcrviccable to the Crown of Epland, 

If their Services and Sukcrings during the War, The great charge :chey have been at, and the pains they have taken in executing matters 
relating to the Forfeitnres. Their zeal in proſecuting rhote guilty of the late Rebellion : And the great charge many of them have been at in 
detending the Kings title ( for all which there is no recompence. It the zdvantagious barga':s they happen to make 1n compounding Debts 
for leſs than was really owing, at a time when 100 /. inreddy Money was of more value than double the fum ar prefent. If the Houtes they 
have buile, The Repairs they have male. "Pheor Planting, Incloſing, Draimng, &c. which m a great mcaſure were all necetlary atter ſo de- 
ſirucive a War. If all theſe piart.culars had a jult eſtimate made of them, they woul:l ariſe to a very conl:derable Sum, yet no notice is 
raken of theſe only cictral cue 10 take avay the in'ire benefit of them from the Proreſtants, and if that muſt be done thoſe poor perſons 
whoſe Moncy and Induſtry has raifed thote Lands to the pretent value, hope they may modelily bog an effectual ſecurity for their Purchaſe Money, 
which innocently tho wwarily thev have laid out, | 

It it be conlider'd, that many of the Grantces are Foreigners, who are either out of tie Kingdom (and confequently out of the reach of our 
Laws) or have no vilible Ettates when deveit4 of their Grants, it the difhcultics and charges of a Law Stit are conlider?d, even where the Grantee is 
to be found, and where there is a vilible Eitate (which 1s not the condition of moſt of the Granees) when perhaps Peeradge, Settlements, 
prior Incumbrances, and a thouſand other duticultices, are to be contended with to Men 1m the untortunate Circumſtances of the Purchaſers, it 
will be much more advilible for thcm to {ir down qu.etly with the Joſs, than hazard their time, and rhe little Eſtate, if any, that is left them, 
in ſo chargeable, and in probability a truticts Protccution. 

Having only hinred ar the fevera] advantages the publick will receive by means of rhe Purchaſers , the great hardſhips thoſe People will ſuf- 
fer by being turned out of their Poſſetiions, :nd by being deprived of an opportunity of laying out their Money at a time when they might 
have done it to much more advantage than at preſent in either Kingdom ; and how very incttectual rhe remedy preſcribed by the Bill will 
prove for the recovery of their purchaſe Money, it is with all ſubmiſſion molt humbly pray'd in favour of rhe Purchaſers.
